We will meet at the room 100 Senior Center 799 Pine Ave. Carlsbad . Doors open at 
19:00, meeting starts at 19:30. Join us in-person 
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radio or antenna? This is the place and this is the time. 


Why did you become a ham? There are many answers to this question and many people 
agree that it has to do, in some way, with the joy of fiddling with radios and antennas. This 
next meeting unlike a regular meeting has no speaker scheduled. Instead, everyone 
should bring what they’re most interested in regarding ham radio, that includes bringing 
questions. A lot of the Technical Resources of the club have gotten together to bring test 
equipment, soldering equipment, computers, and general knowledge to make this meeting 
a totally different experience. We will be supplying sandwiches and drinks along with 
coffee. For people that want to play with HF equipment we will have the new FLEX 6400 
SDR transceiver online in the room and remotely operating from Mira Mesa. It’s scheduled 
to go to the top of the mountain within the next month or so. We will also have the club’s 
Bank of software defined radios, which currently are on the mountain, operating from the 
room. 


Using professional grade equipment; the club can: 


1) Measure the SWR of your handheld, mobile and base station antennas; 
2) Measure the output power of your radios; 
3) Analyze the output signal of your radios for spurious emissions; that is, see how “clean” 
is their signal; 
4) Check the deviation of your FM radios; 
5) Analyze the integrity of their coax cable; determining the positions of any faults along 
the length of the cable; 
6) Have one or more people demonstrate the use of CHIRP to program your handheld 
and mobile radios 


We have Representatives from the Boy Scouts, CERT, and the West Coast Yaesu Expert. 
Jim and Chris are planning a demonstration of LoORA mesh networking also. 


Come have some fun, add your knowledge, and learn something new in a process. The 
room simplex frequency is 146.666 


Because of the nature of this meeting we will NOT have a Zoom connection up.

Who What and Why 


WB6BSA is the call sign for the Scout radio operations for the San Diego Imperial Council. 
There are over 6,000 Scouts in our Council — Cub Scout Youth Boys & Girls ages 5 - 10, 
Scouts BSA Boys & Girls ages 11-17, Venturing/Sea Scouts Co-ed ages 14-20, and 
Exploring Youth Co-ed ages 14-20.

WBE6BSA needs the ongoing support from the amateur radio community in San Diego and 
Imperial counties in order fund our monthly expenses for Internet and the SimpliSafe 
security system, scale our radio operations, and equip the WB6BSA Lab and Makerspace at 
Camp Balboa. 
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As many of the local ham radio operators have heard, the old radio room at the Scout 
headquarters at Camp Balboa built in the late 1950s had fallen to disrepair. It is infested 
with termites and had a bad mold problem in the walls. If that wasn’t bad enough, the old 
radio room was broken into in 2022, and the 1980s and 1990s vintage radio gear was 
stolen. 


The response to these events from the Radio Merit Badge counselors was to apply for a 
grant through the non-profit Amateur Radio Digital Communications (ARDC). The scope of 
the grant was to cover the cost of two 10x12 sheds, HF, UHF/VHF radios, antennas, a 
solar/battery systems, and a security system that would not require permits from the City 
of San Diego. 


We received the grant in July of 2023 and the volunteers got to work to build the base 
foundations for the sheds, install the sheds, paint the sheds, implement the solar/battery 
system, and get the Flex 6400 HF rig set up in time for JOTA 2023 in October. We operate 
the last Saturday of every month and support the Radio Merit badge several times a year. 
We have Wood Badge tickets from adult leaders that are developing programs for Cub 
Scout age youth, and the program for hands-on project based activities for Scouts that 
pass their FCC Technician/GeneralV/Advanced exams.

Now we must keep the progress going by starting this funding campaign to cover expenses 
that the grant did not cover, such as ongoing expenses for the Internet and SimpliSafe 
security system, HTs for Scouts that pass their license exam, and the equipment for the 
lab and makerspace for Scouts to use for hands-on projects, such as the TARPN Nino TNC. 


For you old timers reading this that are Scouters, you may remember when Morse code was 
a requirement for the Second Class starting in 1911, and First-Class Scout rank in 1927! 
OK -a few of you may not remember that far back when the Boy Scout handbook had an 
address in New Jersey that you could use to mail order the parts to build your own 
transmitter and receiver, and directions to put up an “aerial” between trees that was 60 feet 
high in your backyard. The Morse code requirement for Scout rank advancement ended in 
1972, and for many of us that was one of the best years of our life for rock ‘n’ roll music and 
ham radio.
